The  TO.ter  supply"  throughout  the  district  is  •pi’ovided  chiefly  by  mains 
cither  iji  public  or  private  omiership.  The  sources  of  supply  are  mostl^^  from 
moorlaiid  springs..  Water’  to  the  Council’s  mains  is  derived  from  Blackbi.u’n 
Coipioration  for  Hurst  Green  e.nd  Woodfields,  from  Clitheroe  Corporation  for 
portions  of  Pendleton,  Barrow,  and  to  supplement  the  Council's  OT/n  supply  at 
Whalley  and  from  the  Accrington  District  Gas  and  Water  Board  for  the  Cock  Bridge 
and  Portfield  areas  of  Whalley,  Downham,  Pendleton,  Twiston  and  Little  Mitton 
and  the  greater  portion  of  Barrow  are  supplied  from  sources  and  mains  in  private 
ownership. 


Chatburn,  Iforston,  Chi]pping  and  Thor, nley-\?ith~- Wheatley  are  supplied 
from  the  Council' s mains  which  receive  v^^ater  in  bulk  from  springs  in  priva.te
